OIL FIELD WRECKED

INDIAN TELRRITORY WELL RIGS
LEVELI'D DY STORM.

Three Persons Reported Killed In Vi-
cinity of Sapulpa—One-Third of the
Ol Well Rigs In the Distelet Des

stroyed, Besides Many Houses,

A terrific storm In the nature of
cyelone  followed by a cloudburst
Lwept the ofl flelds of northern Indian
Territory between 8 and 8 o'clock
Wednesday morning Three péersons

are reported killed at Sapulpa, the
hetirt of the great Glenn oll pool,
Where the storm was fiercest, Frank

Roper Is known to be dead and two
others are safd to have been found
whose names are not known.

Water rushed down the streets of
Sapulpa over a foot In depth. Plate
Eins2 was broken throughout the town
and the roof torn from the hotal.

Over 160 derricks are reported down
in the Glenn pool and it Is =ald all the
oll derricks In the Osage natlon hava
been swept away. Fifty derricks are
reported down at Turley, I, T. At
Maixe, 1. T., houses were overturned
and brick bulldings demolished. Mus-
kogee suffered no serious loss.

The general loss throughout the oil
fields will be enormous, but at present
cannot be estimuted. Many wells are
running wild, the ofl flooding the land.

A conservatlve estimate placea the
number of rigs blown down In the
Glenn pool at one-third the total. The
combination oll and gas well at Sa-
pulpa was struck by lightning and the
fire cannot be brought under control.

Under existing lnws enacted by the
sevearal states regulating free trans-
portation a minlster may travel In one
#late free and In another he must pay
full fere, whereas under the United
States statute he may ride through
both states on a pass

Under the Interstale commerce law
ministers of religion, travellng secros
taries of Young Men's Christlan asso-
ciations, inmates of hospitals, persons
exclusively engaged In charitable
work, destitute and homeloss persons
and Inmates of state or national
homee for soldlers and sallors may be

Sneed
sald while he (8need) was out in a
buggy riding the evening prior he saw
Elizabeth Loving and Theodore Hates
riding. E., L, Kidd came to the home
of T, H, Stevens and Inquired for
Bneed, saying Miss Loving had return-
od from a buggy ride In a bad condil-
tion. Bneed want to the room of Mrs.
Kidd and saw Miss Loving In bed, She
was delirious and her condition was
pititul,

“This revelation eame to me as a
thunderbolt from a clear sky. 1 loved
my daughter and no power on earth
could have restrained my hands.

“In this condition I went out In-
tending to put that man to death. I
got a shotgun and drove alone to Lov-
ingston, but found Hstes was at Oak
Ridge. I went there and ingulred for
him. T learned he was in a car at the
statlon. 1 put my horse in a livery
stable, got out of the buggy and load-
ed my gun. 1 saw Estes In a car with
two negroes and, walving them aside,
sald to Estes: ‘You are the young
man who takes ladies out driving and
drugs and rulns them." I heard no re-
ply and when he made a motion to
leave the car I shot him., I surren-
dered to the sherift.”

LOVING IS ON TRIAL.

Former Virginin Judge s Accused of
Murder.

The trial of former Judge W. G.
Loving for the murder of Theodore
Estes was begun at Houston, Ga., Mon-
day. The trial promiges to eclipse In
Interest the McCue and Strothers-By-
waters cases. It will put to test again
the much-talked of “Unwritten law.”

Loving shot and killed Estes April
22. 'The shooting was a sequel to a
buggy ride tanken on the evening prior
to the homlicide by young Estes with
Mi=s Ellzabeth Loving, 10-year-old
daughter of Loving. The girl when
brought home had been drinking, and
ft is alleged her escort had been mal-
treating her,

Backed by the millions of Thomas
F. Ryan, of whose Virglula estdte he
has beon the overseer for a number
of vears, and with powerful political
Influence, every device known to legal
fraternity will be availed In the ef-
forts of the counsel for the defonse
to acquit Loving,

Relatives of Estes, whose famlily
connections extend to the governor of
this state, will exert every effort to
clear the memory of the dead man
from any stain of wrongdoing.

be printed on each coupon: *"Cash
value at any premium  station  In
Washington, 1 cant, but average mer-

NEBRASKA INTEREST TOO HIGH.

Leading Banks Refuse to Take Stato
Money at Increased Rate.

The banks of Omaha and Linecoln
dealgnated an stite depositaries have
declined to accept doposita of state
maoney at the Increnscd rate of 8 per
cent, s designnted by the state trens-
urer, effective July 1. The maling rata
has been 2 per cent for many years,
but a weak ago It was declded to ralse
It to 3 per cent. ‘Formal notlce has
been given by these banks thal they
will not pay the rate, and the state
funds now on deposit will probably be
withdrawn,

It Is also stated In banking clrcles
that all other banks which have here-
tofore carried state deposits at 2 per
cent will decline to pay the Increased
rate. The state carries about §500,000
In the Omaha and Lincoln banks, The
principal reasonk advanced for deolin-
Ing to accept the advance I8 that the
ruling businese rate I# I per cent, and
it Is stated that manetary conditions
do not at this time warrant an ad-
vance of 1 per cent, notwithstanding
the ftate treasurer declares he has
many demands from small banks for
state funds at that rate. Each bank
carrying a deposit of state funds g re-
guired to furnish a surety bond as
protection to the commonwealth, and
the expense of this bond, the bankers
say, is another reason for refusing
to pay a higher rate. They allege that
the action of the state treasurer I8
equal to a repudiation of contracts
with the banks entered Into at the
time the new bonds were glven, under
the spprehension that the rate should
remalin at 2 per cent,

Luther L. Kountze, president of the
First National bank, of Omaha, says
there I8 no depositor recelving 8§ per
cent for demand loans made to banks
and that banks cannot afford to pay it

In notifying the banks of the in-
creased rate Treasurer Brian qualified
his notice by asking the bankers for
expressions of opinlon on the new rate.
Without exception It is stated that he
has recelved & protest, and several
financiers belleve he may be Induced
to withdraw his demands. Presidents
of the large banks say they wish to
continue to carry the state deposits,
but that they will be obliged to give
them up if the new rate Is enforoed.

Cannls of Mars Illusory.

Prof, E. A. Douglass of the Unlversity
of Arizona, In an article for the Popu-
lar Hclence Monthly, advances the the-
ory that some of the so-called canals on
the surface of the planet Mars have no
real existence, but are due to an optical
illusion. He does not question the reality
of the larger markings of canals, but
doubts the existence of the network of
the smaller waterways. Prof, Douglass'
theory starts with the observation of the
halo that may be seen around a small
black spot when regarded from the dls-
tance of six to eight feet, and which also
I8 often noticed around motes floating in
the field of vislon, He finds that the
onuse lles In the obscure reactions that
change light waves into merve impulses.
He also calls attention to the rays that
may be seen about a black spot on a light
ground similar to those about a bright
spot, such as a star, on a dark ground.
These are attributable to irregular re-
fraction In the eye, and account, in his
oplnion, for many faint capals radiating
from the spots on Mars called lnkes or

i  Indiapa, from 48,000,000 to
80,000,000; Illinois, from 88,500,000 to:
83,000,000; California, from 27,000,000
to 14,500,000; Oklahoma, from 18,500,

000 to 2,500,000 bushels. Pennaylvania,
Michigan and Missourl expect ylelds ap
proximately equal to last yeusr’s, but the
whole country's winter wheat crop will
probably be only 300,000,000 bushels, as
compared with uwearly 493,000,000 last
year,

Bad weather has delayed spring wheat
planting and slightly redeced acreage.
The most favorable estimators do not look
for n larger crop than last year's, which
was 242,000,000 bushels, Thus it Is
practically impossible that, however good
the conditions from now on, the spring
wheat yield should make up for the defi-
ciency, as compared with last year, of
more than 120,000,000 bushels in the
winter wheat ¢rops.

Other small grains show similar con-
ditlons, Of barley, T0S000L000 bushels,
or 10,000,000 less than Inst year, is ex-
pected now. The oat crop, greater in
bulk than all the other smull grains put
together, with JO0N0) acres more plant-
ed, promises a yleld 20,000,000 bushels
smaller than lnst yenr's, which was thki-
GOOO00 bushiels. 1t is Just possible, how-
ever, that the corn erop, the suresst of
food granins and the cereal foundation on
